Preliminary verdicts upon 
some of the twelve plays complained 
of are expected by the end of the 
week. 

The jurors will not know one an¬ 
other until after a play has been re¬ 
viewed. 

Managers will be unaware that their 
Vlaya have been tried until they re¬ 
ceive notice to reconstruct their pro¬ 
ductions or withdraw them. 

After all the Jurors have witnessed 
a play, they will meet. If a play is 
decided by a nine to three vote to be 
• as a whole objectionable from the 
point of view of publio moral*.’’ it 
will be ordered withdrawn immediate¬ 
ly. If only parts of the play are 
condemned the managers will be noti¬ 
fied to rewrite it. The expurgated 
version then will be reviewed and a 
Anal report returned. 

The Jury’s decision will be sbsolute. 
because organized 1 actors will with¬ 
draw front a play upon which * Jury 
has decided adversely. 


Factories Ready to Produce 
War Materials, Says Foch’s 
„ Committee 

Paris March 3.—Tho opinion of 
Marshal Foch and hla colleagues of 
the Allled^War Committee is that the 
report of tho Military Control Mis¬ 
sion shows that the Germans persist 
in their determination to maintain a 
complete atafT of ofArera for an 
army such us existed prior to 1914. 

Also, the committee believes Ger¬ 
many Is educating not only ofAcers 
and subalternna to this end. but under 
all sorts of camouflage la training 
enough young men to mobilise s 
atrong Aghtlng army whenever It 
wishes to do so. 

ThJs, the committee says In a writ¬ 
ten opinion which the Ambassadors' 
Council will consider, is of far greater 
import than tho discovery of unau¬ 
thorised war materials, although it 
la pointed out that the existence of 
VVWy manufactured riflea. machine 
auns and parts of cannon emphasises 
the seriousness of the aituatlon. 

Among the details of the Control 
Mission's report to which ths mill- 
isry experts refer is the discovery in 
steel mills of secret shops, walled up 
from the eyes of the indlacreet, where 
are stored patterns and moulds for 
the more important type of cannon 
and even unAniahed tubes that In a 
short time could be completed Into 
guns ready to Are. Tips given by 
German pacifists led to many And* 
of this sort, Including more new 
rifles than would be required to Arm 
the entire German army on the basis 
of the Versailles Treaty. 

GAS PRODUCTION , 

Informatiqn given by workmen em¬ 
ployed In chemical factories led to 
the Andlng of conclusive evidence! 
that facilities for ths production of 
asphyxiating gaa have been left In¬ 
tact as they existed at the end of the 
Great War. 

The report on this point confirms 
evidence which th<» Allle* have had 
for some time to the effect that the 
Germun* had erected new factories 
that could almost instantly be con¬ 
verted for the production of vast 
quantities of the most deadly weapon 
which the Great War developed and 
which had just begun to demonstrate 
how deadly It could be made when 
the conflict ended. These discoveries 
In the opinion of the military ex¬ 
pert*. are rendered nil ths more Im¬ 
portant by proofs ©f the existence of 
a military staff school and the train¬ 
ing of young men of Germany for an 
army such as that with which the 
country entered the G reat War.

CAMERON VS. DUNCAN CITY 

A contract‘to build a waterworks 
system for the City of Duncan ac¬ 
cording to plans prepared snd ap¬ 
proved by Ute Council was concerned 
lu the appeal by the corporation from 
a Judgment of Mr. Justice Morrison 
in favor of plaintiff. Donald Cameron, 
veteran waterworks engineer of BCI 
Hamilton Avenue. North Vancouver. 
At the triat plaintiff won a Judgment 
for $*.247. 

On the appeal defendants-appellant 
claimed the sum of $34,179 had been 
paid to the contractor and that Dun¬ 
can was still without the anticipated 
result of the system, a capacity of 
500 gallons per minute for household 
supply.

Duncan City contended the plaintiff 
was liable for the failure of the sys¬ 
tem to work, either as designer or else 
as contractor Defendant said he 
had proceeded on plana approved by 
the corporation at a council meeting 


‘■nil denied liability when ths com¬ 
plete contract had i) 0 t been under his 
control. 

The plan Involved a seepage welt 
which would take water from the 
Cowichan ltiver, by way of a pump 
liouee, to the municipal pipes. Appel, 
lunts contended they had too much 
water in Winter when they did not 
require it, and not enough In Bum¬ 
mer, when it was most needed.

JACK VS. NANOOSE

The City of Victoria was concerned 
In the appeal of Mrs. Mary Ann Ho¬ 
gan, surviving slatin' of the late Da¬ 
vid Alexander N. Ogtlvy, whose will 
bequeathed Victoria property to the 
city in truet for ‘some good publlg 
purpose.” The appeal stood in the 
name of Cox vs. Hogan, wherein 
plaintiff was R. L. Cox. official ad¬ 
ministrator. in charge of ths Ogtlvy 
estate. In deAnlng hla Intention the 
testator suggested the property be 
turned to public use sa an emergency 
hospital, women’s home or public 
pork. His sieter contested ths will on 
the ground that a valid trust had not 
been created, and that the purposes 
named were not of themaelvea charit¬ 
able.

There is> such a thing as yield¬ 
ing too much to others. 

But whatever may be the case In 
this dispute, it seems remarkable 
to suppose that the beat defence of 
any nation Is to make the arts of 
peace quickly transferable Into the 
arts of war. In other words, if In 
time of peace we can go on de¬ 
veloping certain things that can 
bo quickly converted into warlike 
means, that M the best way. 

With some modifications, our 
war fleets and our armies repre¬ 
sent pure waste except In time of 
war. They may do some good In 
time of peace, hut that good is 
wholly out of proportion to their 
cost. It takes several million dol¬ 
lars to huild a warship, and all the I 

J ood we gfjt of it Is drilling people 
or sotao possible war to come. 

With airships the case Is different. 
Any airship msy be available for 
the business of peace. It can carry 
letters or mall matter, or express 
goods. It can furnish a rapid 
means of communication from one 
part of the country to anothsr, or 
from one country to another. 

If comet, all these airships 
could be Immediately converted 
Into weapons of offence. 

• They are the ]or.ge*t arm yt 
known. The old arrow used to 
shoot a few rods; the bullet went 
further: and the cannon hall fur- . 
ther still. The airship la the fur* 
i thest of all. It can carry offensive 
weapons many miles from the base. 
It ran flood foreign cities with 
poiaon gas. or explosives. Before it 
vessels at sea axe helpless. It la 
the most perfect weapon of oifenca 
known, and hence Is the most per¬ 
fect means of defence for a country. 

That country which develops 
properly its air force Is not only 1 
increasing Its business in time of 
peace, but Its effectlvlty In tlms 
—ftlLjrar. 

It should be stated also thi.t the 
price of one m»n-o -war at sea as 
equivalent to the price of many 
airships.

Most of the damage done in 
Japan is said to have been from 
the fire which broke out during the 
earthquake, although many lives 
were iost in falling buildings.
